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2. YANG SAID THAT ROC WISHES TO COORDINATE WITH USG IN 
ORDER TO BE READY WHEN CHANGES TAKE PLACE IN PRC. YANG 
ALSO SAID THAT WHILE ROC COULD NOT PREVENT NEW USG INITIA- 
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TIVES TOWARD PRC, ROC HOPED THAT COUNTER-BALANCING MOVES

RECENT PEKING VISIT. HE SAID HE HOPED THAT IN VIEW OF

4. IN PRIVATE MEETING WITH PRCM DIRECTOR ARMSTRONG, YANG 
REITERATED PROBABLY PERSONAL SENTIMENT EXPRESSED DURING 
LAST VISIT TO WASHINGTON IN JULY THAT USG AND ROC SHOULD 
INITIATE DISCUSSIONS OF FUTURE RELATIONSHIP BEFORE 
INEVITABLE BREAK IN DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS. 

5. FOR TAIPEI: SHOULD ROC OFFICIALS MAKE COMMENTS OR 
REQUESTS BASED ON ASSUMPTION THAT USG BELIEVES THAT 
INTERNAL UPHEAVAL IN PRC LIKELY IN NEAR FUTURE, EMBASSY 
SHOULD INDICATE THAT THIS IS NOT USG ASSESSMENT. SHOULD
